In Claims 40 and 42: in the preamble of the claim after "denitration system" delete [that 
includes a measuring device]; 

after "comprising" insert ~ a measuring device ~ in the body of the claim; 

in the next line replace [receiving unit] with --receiver--; 

in the next paragraph replace [storage unit] with -performance information database--; 
in the next paragraph replace [determining unit] with ~ CPU -. 

In Claims 41 and 43: replace [determining unit] with — CPU 
In Claim 44: 

after "comprising" insert — a measuring device — in the body of the claim; 
replace [receiving unit] with —receiver--; 

replace [storage unit] with -performance information database-; 
replace [determining unit] with - CPU — . 

2. Claims 23-44 are allowed. The new numbering of claims is 1 through 22.
